The plant here processes more than 2,500 tors 
of oranges a day mto juice and other products. 
The plant's annual payroll is $3 million a year. 
Employes took the strike vote alter rejecting 
the company’s money offer Thursday. The rejection 
of the company’s offer was 236 to 25. The strike 
vote came afterward and was 217 to 7. 
Besides the money and the union shop question 
a health plan was also at issue. 
No negotiations were being held this morning 
and the union maintained the plant was completely 
shut down. 
A company spokesman said thm may he willing 
to continue negotiations next week. Bob Musser, 
union president, said the company’s wage offer 
might be acceptable if the plant would agree to the 
union shop and health benefits, 
Musser said he visited the plant this morning. 
“ The oranges are just sitting there,” he said.

Peking 
probably wanted to get its message aero -, while 
world Communist parties are meeting in Moscow, 
Red China has boycotted the meeting but it 
has its supporters there. 
The Chinese charged the Russians have been 
nrrving on provocations and kidnaping C hinese 
since the clashes on the Manchurian frontier in 
March. The latest reported incident was an incur­ 
sion by Soviet planes May 31.

Over and above the shellings 
on major cities and bases, Viet

cargo ship moving on the Long 
Tau river below Saigon. A U.S.

A choral group of 70 high 
school students will sing folk 
songs to guitar accompaniment, 
at the request of Ethel Kennedy, 
the New York senator’s widow. 
Terence Cardinal Cooke 
of 
New York will celebrate the 
Mass 
at 
Kennedy’s 
grave, 
marked only by a white cross. 
About 1,000 announcements of 
the service have been sent out 
by Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, 
D-Mass., 
the 
only 
surviving 
brother 
The expected crowds 
will fid an area that holds the 
grave of President John F'. Ken­ 
nedy, yards from his brother’s 
grave. 
Another evening service will 
hi' held at 8th and li Streets in 
Washington, part of the predom­ 
inant l\ Negro neighborhood that 
was scarred by disorders after 
the assassination of the Rev. 
Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. in 
April, 1968. 
In San Francisco, a “ St. Fran­ 
cis of the Guns" statue will be 
dedicated. It was made from 
more than 2,000 guns turned in 
after the senator was assassi­ 
nated in Los Angeles. 
Youth choirs from city high 
schools will sing the folk Mass 
around the statue, by sculptor 
Beniamino Bufano. 
In New York City, a Mass was 
to be offered at noon in St. Pat­ 


rick's Cathedral, where tens of 
thousands of mourners viewed 
his coffin.

In return for these tax in­ 
creases, Bagiev said, California

Should He Run for Governor

south line.

The reports are made at six- 
hour intervals via international 
number c o d e s radioed to the 
Coast Guard radio installation 
at Westport, Washington.

Americans Nearly 
Turned Around 
After Invasion

“ What people don’t know is how 
really clo^e the Americans on 
Omaha Beach were to turning 
around on D-Day. The truth is I 
didn't know when 1 wrote ‘The 
Longest Day,’ ” said Cornelius 
Ryan. 
Ryan, whose book about the 
Normandy invasion has sold 10 
m i l l i o n copies in the past 
years, is among those who have 
returned to the scene for the 
25th anniversary of the landing 
on June 6, 1944. 
He said he had the feeling 
t! at something was “ missing— 
not quite put together“ —as he 
wrote about the invasion. But he 
sai i he learned about the near 
failure at Omaha Beach only 
after his book was out. The 
knowledge came to him in hun­ 
dreds of hours of postpublica­ 
tion conversation and investiga­ 
tion. 


One Hour of Decision 
For Ryan, the success of the 
inv ision hinged on one hour of 
decision by Gen. Omar Bradley 
on Omaha Beach, where virtual­ 
ly no progress had been made 
six hours after the landing at 
dawn. 
“ Bradley will deny it to bis 
last days, but around noon at 
Omaha we were getting no­ 
where and thinking of pulling 
out, ” Ryan said. Back in Eng 
land, Gen. Dwight D Eisenhow­ 
er already had prepared a one- 


sentence communique announc* 
ing the failure of the attack, 
Ryan said. 
“ l ooking at what the conse- 
suences would have been, the; 
best thing you can see is anoth­ 
er invasion, but one that would| 
have taken 18 more months to; 
prepare if the first one failed,“ 
Ryan continued. 
“ In that tune, the Nazis might 
have sued for peace and we 
might have been forced to let 
them 
off 
on 
something 
ap­ 
proaching their t* rms. Or, then, 
if the invasion were delayed, we 
probably would have met the 
Russians at the French-German 
border.” 
Corny 1 xplanation 
Ryan said he had a “ corny, 
unprofessional-sounding” expla­ 
nation of what got the Ameri­ 
cans moving at Omaha around 
12:30 p.m. and tak ng firm hold 
around an hour later. 
“ Finally, 
guvs 
started 
just 
getting tired of being hit and not 
moving. 
A 
sergeant 
kicked 
someone in the pants. Another 
man said he preferred getting 
killed going up the beach rather 
than sitting on it. Does that! 
sound like junk to you? That’s 
the way it was, though. There’s 
no better explanation.” 
Once the Americans had left 
the beaches and reached the 
hedgerows 
and 
meadows 
be- 
\ond, “ the chances were infi­ 
nitely smaller for them to be 
driven back,” Ryan said.

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Chaffey District 
Adopts Liberal 
New Dress Code 


ONTARIO — Beginning with summer session 
June 23, a new dress code goes into effect for 
the five high schools of the Chaffey Union High 
School District. 
Students at Montclair, Upland, Chaffey, Ontario 
and Alta Loma high schools won the liberalized 
code following a student committee’s presentation 
to the district board of trustees this month. 
Boys may now wear mustaches and both boys 
and girls may wear Bermuda shorts. 
The underlying philosophy of the code is that 
in dressing for school “ students shall follow the 
guidelines of decency, health, cleanliness and neat­ 
ness conducive to an atmosphere of learning.’’ 
The code still includes numerous limitations on 
dre^. including that girls’ skirts must be long 
enough to cover undergarments and boys’ hair 
shall be neat and groomed and not extend below 
the shirt collar. Mustaches may not extend beyond 
the corners of the mouth and sideburns may not 
extend below the ears. 
All students must wear shoes or sandals. 
Student organizations will be used to help enforce 
the code, the board ruled.

Dr. Lyon Compiles 
A Great Legacy 


The reputation of Pomona College as a 
school of academic excellence is worldwide. 
The man who has played a large part in 
developing this enviable ranking a m o n g 
schools of higher learning is Dr. E. Wilson 
Lyon, who readies his 65th birthday today. 


This is the college’s retirement age for 
administrators and faculty. Although Dr. 
Lyon will not officially step down as presi­ 
dent of Pomona College until September, 
when president-elect David Alexander ar­ 
rises on campus, for all intents and pur­ 
poses the Lyon years come to an end with 
Pomona’s 
commencement 
exercises 
this 
weekend. 


This is Pomona’s 76th year and nearly 
one-third of its history has been with Dr. 
Lyon at the helm. He has served as presi­ 
dent longer than any of his five predeces­ 
sors — from 1941 to the present, a period 
of unprecedented change and tumult in the 
world. 


Hundreds of parents, alumni and their 
guests who will gather on the Claremont 
campus this weekend will pay tribute to 
Dr. and Mrs. Lyon for their 28 years of 
sen ice to the college. 


The tangible results of his stewardship 
are impressive: five new dormitories, a su­ 
perlative science center, a gymnasium, a 
vastly enlarged library and, now under con­ 
struction, a new music building and a wom­ 
en’s physical education center. The per­ 
manent endowment, the foundation of the 
independence of a college like Pomona, has 
grown five-fold. 


To honor him and his achievements over 
the years, an endowed professorship, The 
E. Wilson Lyon Chair in the Humanities, 
has been established by the trustees and 
friends. 


This week the faculty of Pomona College 
presented Dr. Lyon with a scroll acknowl­ 
edging their deep appreciation for his self­ 
less devotion in leading Pomona in the c u l ­ 
tivation of the noblest art of all: the nur­ 
turing of creative men and women. 


Dr. Lyon’s dedication to a lifetime of the 
pursuit of excellence in higher education de­ 
serves the plaudits not only of his colleagues 
but bis community as* well. The lives of 
thousands of students have been enriched 
as a result of his N ig and fruitful service. 


Meat Appetites 
Are Expensive 


Since the first of the year, prices of meat 
at the local butcher’s or supermarket have 
been edging upwards — which will be no 
news to housewives. 


This has happened despite increased, and 
increasing, supplies of meat. During the first 
quarter of 1969, lx>th prices and meat pro­ 
duction were up about 3 per cent compared 
to the same pei iod a year ago. 


The phenomenon is an illustration of the 
c l a s s i c definition of inflation 
"too much 
money chasing too few goods,** For despite 
greater supplies, high levels of employment 
and income have resulted in “exceptionally 
high consumer demand for m eat,” says the 
American Meat Institute. 
In HH)8, consumption of meat in the Unit­ 
ed Slates reached an all-time high of 182.7 
pounds per person. That record is expected 
to be eclipsed this year. 
If it’s any comfort, even with higher 
prices, Americans are spending less of their 
disposable income for beef and pork than 
they did in the past. In 1968, spending on 
beef and pork accounted for about 3.8 per 
cent of disposable income, compared to 4.7 
per cent 10 years ago.

Pomona may join Montclair 
in opposing an Assembly bill 
dealing with the retirement of 
police, firemen and other public 
safety personnel. 


T h e measure, AB 37*1, has 
been opposed by the League of 
California Cities, the California 
Supervisors Association and the 
California Taxpayers Associa­ 
tion. 
T h e 
Montclair 
council 
voted its opposition this week. 
It would provide, with a mini­ 
mum 25 years service, for re­ 
tirement at 50 and mandatory 
at 60, except chiefs of police 
who could retire at 65. 
The Pomona City Council con­ 
sidered 
passing 
a 
resolution 
against passage of the bill, but 
withheld action until next Mon­ 
day’s afternoon meeting. 
The council heard from Tom 


Fee, fire Inspector who is presi­ 
dent of the Pomona City em­ 
ployes Association, and Police 
Lt. 
Jerry Townsend, 
director 
for the Policeman’s Association. 


To Mayor Ben Lawing’s re­ 
mark that the hill would eat 
into home rule without the state 
producing the funds to pay for 
the program, Fee replied:

and cents. We’re asking to give 
taxpayers 
better

T h e bill would unilaterally
